OBITUARY 


MAROUIS MACSWINEY OF 


MASHANAGLASS 


The death of Marquis MacSwiney 
of Mashanaglass took place yesterday 
at his residence, 39 Upper Fitzwilliam 
street, Dublin. ; ' 

Marquis MacSwiney (Valentine 
Emmanuel Patrick), who was son of 
Valentine P. MacSwiney, of Macroom, 
Co. Cork, and 
Emma, Coun- 
tess Konarska, 
was burn in 
Paris in 1871. 

He graduated 
at the (\niver- 
sity of Sorbonne 
in 1892 and was 
B-és l ettres, 
University of 
Paris. He was 
Chamberlain of 
Honour to Pope 
Leo XIII in 


created an here- ea ; 

ditary Roman Marguis in 1896, and 
he was Vice-President of the Inter- 
national Scieptific Congress of Catholics 
at Fribourg in 1897 and at Munich 


1900. 

In 1900 he was Envoy Extraordinafy 
of the Order of the Holy ' Sepulchre 
to the Crown Prince of Belgium, and 
he was one of the Apostolic Legation 
to.\lreland for the consecration of 
Armagh Cathedral in 1904. He was 
Privy Chamberlain to Pope Pius X 
from 1904 to 1909, and was one of 
the special delegation for the reception 
of diplomatic missions on the occasion 
of the Pius X Jubilee in 1908. 

He joined the Kerry Corps of the 
Irish Volunteers in 1914, and in May, 
1916, he was arrested and interned for 
three years. He made a serious stud 
of the [-ish language and of Iris 
antiquities. He became a member of 
the Council of the Irish Forestry 
Society in 1915 and of the Dublin 
— Development Society in 


(917, 
Rome, .in 1920, he started a 
ip on behalf of Ireland in the 
n and in the Italian Press, and 
formed an Irish Section at the 
Vatican Library two years later, hav- 
ing obtained authority from Pope 
Benedict XV todo so. He was instru- 
mental in opening up official relations 
between the oly See and 
Government of the Irish Free State. 
He was elected a member of the 
Royal Irish Academy in 1923, and he 
represented the Academy at the cen- 
tenary celebrations of the University 
of Naples in 1924, and of the College 
de France in 1931, He was a member 
of the Irish delegation to the fourth 
and fifth A blies of the League of 


isie | Nations in Geneva in 1923 and 1924, 


and obtained from the fourth Assembly 
recognition of Gaelic culture as one 
of the basic cultures of the world. 
He was one of the representatives 
of the Government of the Irish Free 
State at the celebration of the 13th 
centenary of St, lumbanus at 
Bobbio in 1923, . 

Marquis MacSwiney. was Vice-Presi- 
dent of Cork Historical and Archzo- 
logical Society from 1927 to 1937. He 
was created a Knight of Honour and 
Devotion of the Sovereign Military 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem, of 
Rhodes and of Malta, in 1932, and he 
was Vice-President and Chancellor of 
the Irish Association of Knights from 
1934 to 1939, and President from 1939. 

He was Vice-President of the — 
Irish Academy from 1936 to 1939 
and while he was at the Vatican he. 
carried out extensive researches for 
Irish historical documents in Italian 
records. He had the ‘Cross Pro Ecclesia 
et Pontifice and many other foreign 
Orders, and was the author of volumes 
and pamphlets on diplomatic relations 
between Portugal and the Holy See 
and Montenegro and the Holy See, 
and on Irish military history. 

For many years past he had been 
collecting original documents relating 
to the Irish troops in the service of 
France, Spain and Italy in the 
eighteenth century, and he published 
some of the results of his investiga- 
tions in the Irish, English and Conti- 
nental records in the form of com- 
munications to the Royal Irish 
Academy. the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland and the Cork 
Historical and Archzological Society. 

Marquis MacSwiney was first 
married in 1895, to Stella Cavalcanti 
de Albuquerque, but the marriage was 
decreed null by the Holy See. In 
1910 he married Anna Countess von. 
Schlitz, a kinswoman of the House 
of Hohenzollern, who died in 1938, 
by whom he had one son and two 
daughters. Last year he married Con- 
stance Bradfield-England, of Sally 
Park, Clondalkin.

Do not say that you. were not 
warned. I will be from to-day

88 has a very gentlemanly tone, 
and I think we should have some- 
thing like it here. “Every man fit 
to bear arms is bags obliged 
to take part in the defence of the 
Fatherland, in accordance with the 
special rules prescribed by law.” 
This is very much in the Oueens- 
berry tradition, and I am sure it 
would have helped a lot in certain 
periods of your Irish history. |!

It says: “ Each Estonian 
citizen is free to declare to what 
nationality he belongs. In. cases 
where personal determination of 
nationality is impossible, the decision 
shall be taken in the manner 
prescribed by law...” I think 
this is kind, but not very helpful, in 
spite of its good intentions. Take 
the case where an Estonian citizen 
declares himself to be quite im- 
prescriptably a Hawaian. Must he 
see Hawaii? Will the Estonian 
Government see to it that Hawaii 
adopts him? May he stay in 
Estonia without reporting at the 
police station once a fortnight?. I 
am assuming all the time, of course, 
that in reality he is an Estonian, 
simply and proudly exercising his 
constitutional rights. I am not very 
clear how this unusual attitude 
benefits the res publica—and I sa 
nothing of the predicament in whic 
the thing would place me; I'm sick 
and tired declaring that I belong to 
no nationality). 

Estonia has, however, the correct 
outlook on voting, and we get it 
very clearly reflected in their 
admirable Article 28: 

i “The following are not entitled 
to vote:— 
(1) Persons legally declared to 
be of unsound mind; 
(2) Blind 
persons, 
placed 
dianship. 

Note immediately that it doesn’t 
include persons of unsound mind. 
And imagine also the rite of pre- 
senting the pass-book to the polis- 
man at the booth! The provision, 
though good, is not altogether 
water-tight. I think. we should 
have something similar here, but | 
would be inclined to be a little 
more precise and would add, of 
course, a third category.

Britain was in Japanese hands. 


Landings were made on Borneo in 
January, and in February Java was 
raided and the capital. Batavia, cap- 
tured. In the Philippines the 
Japanese met with fiercer resistance 
than elsewhere from American and 
Filipino froops, but early in 
han they were in possession of 
Manila. 


NAVAL LOSSES 


Allied losses were not light. On 
December 10th, 1941, three days 
after the war had opened in these 
seas. the battleship Prince of Wales 
(35,000 tons) and the battle cruiser 
Repulse (32,000 tons) were sunk by 
Japanese aircraft in ' Indian 
Ocean. The biggest Japanese con- 
voy so far assembled was inter- 
cepted in the Macassar Straits in 
January afd battle lasted four days. 
In February, a terrific sea and air 
battle took place in the neighbour- 
hood of the Marshall and Gilbert 
islands in which the U.S. claimed to 
have sunk 100,000 tons of Japanese 
naval shipping and damaged eight 


other vessels 

Another four-day battle took 
place off Java at the end of 
February and beginning of March, 
in which the Americans claimed to 
have hit transports and sunk a 
number of naval craft and left others 
on fire. Later reports said that the 
United States had lost five cruisers, 
seven destroyers and a sloop,. while 
the Japanese lost two cruisers, one 
destroyer sunk, one set on fire and 
four other ships damaged. This was 
the greatest Japanese naval victory 
of the war. 

What was called the test naval 
battle since Jutland, the Battle of 
the Coral Sea, was fought among 
the Solomon Islands from May 4th 
to 8th. It cost the Japanese 15 
ships, including three hea 
cruisers sumk and 20 vessels heavily 
damaged, including an_aircraft- 
carrier. The Uni States lost the 
aircraft-carrier, Lexington (33,000 
tons), and a destroyer and a tanker. 

The battle of Midway Island in 
June, 1942, which was fought when 
a Japanese convoy ~~ for the 
island with the object of landing a 
large force of troops was inter- 
cepted, cost the Japanese serious 
losses. Two large and two small 
aircraft-carriers were damaged, two 
heavy cruisers sunk, three damaged 
three destroyers sunk and 18; 
men lost. The attackers lost a 
destroyer and sustained damage to 
a carrier. has 

In May, 1942, British forces 
landed in Madagascar, which was 
held by French troops loyal to the 
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CHINA’S FIGHT 


The fight against the Japanese 
was still going on in China, 
where, with the help of American 
military and other leaders, aero- 
dromes were built from which raids 
on Japanese positions were contitlu- 


By August the British 14th Army 
was pushing the Japanese back into 
Burma and another force, composed 
of British and Chinese, was 
attac sórin TY where they 
captured the airfield, not far from 
the Burma-China border. 

In August also the front in North 
Burma had extended to a length of 
700 miles, but the Japanese still con- 
trolled the river, railway and road 
systems. The British claimed to 
have gained superiority in the air, 
and they used their superior force to 
the greatest possible extent. 


D-Day and 
Afterwards 


The event for which the world 
was waiting, the invasion of Western 
Europe by Britain and the U.S.A, 
came on D-Day, June 6th, 1944, 
when landings were made on the 
Norman coast on a stretch of 
beach about- twenty miles long, 
between Cherbourg and Le Havre. 
The attempt was made in bad 
weather, but the landings went on 
continuously for days as the advance 
troops pushed inland. The French 
Forces of the Interior, the Maquis, 
who had been ———s with arms 
and ammunition by Allied planes 
behind the German lines, rose to 
harass the German communications. 

By June 19th the Allies had 
establiched a corridor across the 
Cherbourg peninsula and trapped a 
large German force. 

On June 16th the first announce- 
ment of the use of flying bombs 
against London by the Germans 
was made in the House of Com- 
mons, and the weapon continued to 
be used without intermission as the 
invading forces pushed north-cast- 
wards to 

The fall of Cherbourg was an- 
nounced on Sune 27th, and by the 
middle of August all of Brittany. 
with the exception of Brest and a 
small area in the neighbourhood of 


St. Nazaire and Lorient, had been 


taken. 


RIVIERA LANDINGS 


On August 15th a second landing 
in France was made by Allied 
troops, this time on the Riviera 
coast. A strip of coast between 
Toulon and Cannes was captured 
against light resistance, and the 
armies immediately split up into a 
two-pronged drive, one prong point- 
ing towards the Port of Marseilles 
and the other towards the French- 
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vaders were greatly helped by tne 
Maquis, who continued to take 
villages and towns from the Ger- 
mans and to destroy roads, canals 
and bridges in an effort to halt the 
retreat of the occupying armies. 
The two invading armies began 
immediately a drive to link up in 
the middie of the country, one push- 


1 ing northwards and spreading out 


as it went, and the other pushing 
inwards from. the west. 

In the north-west the Germans 
suffered a major defeat when a large 
force was trapped by an Allied 
pincer movement and destroyed. A 
fierce, fast American armoured 
thrust towards Paris began shortly 
afterwards, one of the fastest moves 
of the whole war, and as it drew 
nearer and nearer the capital the 
Maquis in the city opened the fight 
against the occupying Germans. The 
city had been declared an open city, 
but artillery was used by both sides 
in the street fighting. 


IN PARIS 


On August 25th the French 2nd 
Armoured Division, under General 
de Gaulle entered Paris at 8 a.m., 
and by the same afternoon the 
German resistance in the city had 
been broken, Next day the city was 
free, and 10,000 German prisoners 
were reported to have been captured. 
In the south, Marseilles and many 
other towns had been taken by the 
advancing Allies. 

With Paris free, the American 
armoured drive continued on east- 
wards, while the American, British 
and Canadian forces crossed the 
Seine, and prepared for the great 
drive to the Belgian frontier. 
Flying bomb sites were over-run, 
but the Germaus erected others 
farther behind their lines, and 
continued to bombard London and 
Southern England. As the Allies 
drove northward, the battlefields, 
which had seen sO©me of the 
greatest fighting of the 1914-18 war 
and the retreat of tite British and 
French before the invading Germans 
in 1940, again were ploug ed up by 
tanks and guns, she!i4 and bombs. 

From the Seine «© the Somme, 
and across it, the Allies drove 
capturing town aiter town, an 
gradually closing in on the Channel 
ports and the site Of the big guns, 
which had shellec the English coast 
almost since the pepinaine of the 
war. On Septerber 12th Le 
Havre fell. 

In the North-E@st the battle for 
the Siegfried Line began about this 
time, with heavy aerial. bombard- 
ment of the German defences, while 
the American armoured divisions 
crossed Lorraine. 

In the Northern area the Allied 
armies over-ran Beigium, by-passin 
the coastal defences in their rus 
towards the Dutch frontier, which 
was crossed on Sepicmber 14th. 
By October the front had taken up 
roughly the form dictated by the 
Siegfried Line, but towards the end 
of the year the Germans atacked in 
the Ardennes, creating « salient 
which was not eliminated until the 
end of January. 


The Closing 
Stages 


The heaviest German _ counter- 
offensive on: the Western Front 
since the attacks on the Normandy 
beach-head was launched on a 70- 
mile front between Diiren and 
Trier on December 16th. The 
Belgian and Luxembourg frontiers 
were crossed, and by December 
27th the Germans had reached a 

int six miles east of the Meuse. 
ha then onwards, however, Allied 
counter-measures. began to take 
effect, and the salient driven into 
their lines shrunk steadily. By the 
end of January, 1945, it had been 
virtually eliminated. 

Meanwhile, with thé exception of 
the fighting in Budapest, which had 
been surrounded by Soviet forces 
the Eastern Front had remain 
relatively quiescent. But on January 
12th the Russians launched a power- 
ful offensive on a wide front in 
Poland, capturing Warsaw and 
Cracow. In eleven days they had 
reached the Oder. 

Memel, the last centre of German 
resistance ba Lithuania, fell on 
January 28th. 

The crossing of the Oder by the 
Russians on a 50-mile front between 


on February 6th. Subsequent 
advances brought the Red Army to 
the Baltic coast at Kolverg, to 
points within 30 miles of Berlin, 
and to the approaches to Stettin. 


BUDAPEST FALLS

Meanwhile major activity on the 
Eastern Front was confined to the 
extreme north and south. By April 
2nd Russian forces had captured the 
Baltic ports of Gdynia and Danzig and 
had crossed the Austrian border from 
Hungary. Vienna was rapidly out- 
flanked, and on April 13th the city was 
finally cleared of German troops. 
Bratislava, 
taken on April 4th. 


THE ELBE CROSSED 


In the West American troops 
crossed the Elbe in the region of 
Magdeburg on April 12th and arrived 
at a point about 40 miles of Berlin. A 
wheeling movement by Canadian forces 
brought them to. the North Sea near 
Emden, thus cutting off the Germans 
remaining in orthern Holland. 
During the fighting in this region 
much disastrous flooding was caused 
by the breaching of the dykes. On 
April 19th General Eishenhower was 
able to announce the elimination of 
the Ruhr “pocket,” in which over 
317,000 prisoners were taken, includ- 
ing 34 Generals. 

ng dormant, the [Italian front 
awoke into activity on April 10th, 
when Eighth Army troops, in a major 
offensive, crossed the Senio River and 
struck northwards. Bologna was 
captured, the Po crossed, and on 
April 26th Verona fell. : : 

U.S. forces landed on Okinawa in 
the Ryukyu Islands, 325 miles from 
Japan, on April ist. In a heavy naval 
and air action off the islands on April 
7th the Japanese fost a 45,000-ton 
battleship, the Yamato, two cruisers 
and three destroyers. 

The United Nations suffered a heavy 
loss by the death, on April 12th, of 
President Roosevelt. He was suc- 
ceeded by Senator Harry S. Truman. 


INTO BERLIN 


In a new offensive launched on a 
200-mile front between Schwedt and 
Frankfort-on-Oder the Red Army 
swept across the Oder and by April 
22nd were fighting in the suburbs of 
Berlin. Swift enveloping drives led to 
the encirclement of the city on April 
25th, and on the same day American 
and Russian troops linked up at 
Torgav, 30 miles north-east of Leipzig, 
thus splitting Germany in two. 

The two great Baltic ports of 
Bremen and Stettin fell on April 26th. 
All this time, German prisoner-of-war 
camps were being over-run by the 
Allies, resulting in the liberation of 
many thousands of prisoners. 

The resignation, on the grounds of 
ill-health, of Marshal Goring from the 
command of the German Air . Force 
was announced by the German Radio 
on April 26th. 

Ahead of the advancing Allied 
armies in Italy, Italian anti-Fascists 
rose against the Germans. Having 
seized control of Milan and Venice, 
they arrested Signor Mussolini at 
Nesso, on Lake Como, on April 27th, 
and executed him, along with other 
Fascist leaders. 


HIMMLER’S OFFER 


An offer of unconditional surrender 
made to Britain and the United States 
by Herr Himmler, Commander-ir- 
Chief of the German Home Forces, 
was rejected on April 29th, the two 
Governments declaring that only un- 
conditional surrender to all the Allies, 
including the Soviet Union, would be 
‘considered. The next day, Munich, 
the cradle of the National Socialist 
Party, was captured, 

On May Ist the German Radio an- 
}nounced that Herr Hitler had fallen 
at his command post in Berlin, five- 
sixths of which had by then been 
occupied by the Russians. Admiral 
Doenitz, a for Commander-in- 
Chief of the German Navy, was 
named as his successor. 

The next ony saw the end of resist- 
ance in the German capital, and the 
unconditional surrender of the German 
forces in ae 

On May 4th, all the German forces 
—consisting of about 1,000,000 men— 
in North-West Germany, Holland, 
Denmark, the Frisian Islands and 
Heligoland surrendered unconditionally. 

May 7th, with the unconditional 
surrender of all the German forces 
to all the Allies, fighting ceased in 
Europe.
